N. his Clausewitz 


pointed out that the conduct of war is, 
of necessity, removed from the realm of 
exact theory and based upon a calculation 
of probabilities. 


For a generation, the 
history of our 
troubled world 
has been a living 
embodiment of 
the truth of this 
assertion. His- 
torically each of 
the great nations 
has its charac- 
teristic sources 
of military 
strength and 
weakness which, 
under vari- 
ous ecircum- 
stances, may 
bring victory or 
defeat. Germany, 
tradition- 
ally strong in its disciplined masses of 
well equipped troops, its efficient general 
staff, and its arms factories in the Ruhr, 
has faced the liability of two-front at- 
tack and possesses manpower reserves 
much smaller than those of the nations 
almost certain to oppose Germanic aggres- 
sion. England has long possessed the ad- 
vantages of great sea power, the moat 
formed by the English Channel, and the 
resources of a vast empire to supplement 
its own efforts. At the same time England 
has suffered from its lack of manpower 
and the extremely vulnerable nature of 
its far-flung supply lines. The United 
States, industrially the colossus among 
hations, and with a huge reservoir of 
manpower, has proved itself to be the 
most powerful of military nations, but 
under circumstances in which its weak- 
hesses were minimized. The Achilles’ heel 
of American military power is time. 
Napoleon said, ““Ask me for anything but 
time.” In World War I and World War 
II the required time was bought by the 
blood and sacrifice of our Allies. Should 
an aggressor again destroy the peace of 
the world the margin of available time 
may be far briefer. 

_ Since the conclusion of World War I, 
intelligent Americans have realized the 
importance of this time element. It was 
clear to them that, unless means could 
be devised to reduce the time required to 
mobilize the American economy for war, 
It would be necessary for the Nation to 
Maintain constantly a vast military or- 
ganization. Since the American tradition 
has always favored dependence on the 
Citizen soldier supplied with materiel 
Produced by converted civilian industry, 
unceasing effort has been devoted, not 
only by the Armed Forces but by many 
Segments of the public, to the develop- 
Ment of effective measures for a prompt 
economic mobilization. For twenty-five 
years the Industrial College has operated 
4s the only institution in the world dedi-

Budget Cut To Lessen 
AF Promotion Outlook 


Budgetary cutbacks will reduce forth- 
coming Air Force temporary promotions 
from 4000 to 3200, it was disclosed this 
week. 

The Air Force said the elimination of 
800 temporary promotions is “in con- 
formity with a re-determining of vacan- 
cies predicated upon the personne] ceiling 
requested in the budget for the coming 
fiscal year.” 

Simultaneously, it was reported that a 
promotion board will meet at Headquar- 
ters USAF within the next three weeks 
to consider officers eligible for 600 pro- 
motions to the temporary rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel. 

Prior to promoting temporarily ap- 
proximately 1600 first lieutenants to the 
grade of captain, the Air Force has been 


processing eligibility lists and career 
briefs in advance of actual selection 


which will begin about 10 Feb. 

A board to consider temporary promo- 
tions to major will meet at Headquarters 
USAF about 15 April to choose approxi- 
mately 1000 officers for advancement. 

An official Air Force announcement re- 
vealed that Air Force commands will be 
responsible for submitting all lists of of- 
ficers eligible for promotion considera- 
tion. In the case of officers to be consid- 
ered for promotion to the grade of major, 
the commands will report “only those 
deemed fully qualified.” 

Eligibility criteria for officers to be 
considered for promotion to major are as 
follows: 

All Regular Air Force permanent grade 
captains with date of rank as of 1 July 
1948 or earlier. 

All Non-Regular Air Force officers on 
active duty in the grade of captain, who 
were 30 years of age prior to 1 July 1948, 
or have five or more years of active Fed- 
eral commissioned service prior to 1 July 
1948. 

Eligibility criteria for promotion to 
eaptain and lieutenant colonel, as an- 
nounced previously, includes: 

To Lieutenant Colonel : 

(a) All Regular Air Force permanent 
grade majors, including those holding re-

Army Temporary Promotions 

Budgetary restrictions for Fiscal Year 
1950 on expansion of the Army may have 
a drastic effect on scheduled temporary 
promotions, it was disclosed this week. 

The ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL was told 
that Army officials have not ascertained 
as yet how many temporary promotions 
if any—will be made. The matter is re- 
ported under detailed study by personnel 
experts. 

Meantime, however, it was said that se- 
lection boards to consider officers for tem- 
porary advancement will meet as sched- 
uled. They will conduct their delibera- 
tions just as if all 1882 Regular and non- 
Regular officer temporary promotions, an- 
nounced in mid-December, will be made. 

If the situation permits the promotion 
of any or all officers selected, they will be 
advanced when the boards finish their 
studies. If a reduced number of promo- 
tions can be made, these also will be ef- 
fected. Presumably, the remaining officers 
selected would be placed on an eligibility 
list, labeled for promotion when future 
vacancies developed. 

Similarly, if the Army is forced to hold 
up all temporary promotions, an eligibility 
list would be created. 

It had been announced previously that, 
effective early in 1949, temporary promo- 
tions would be given to 561 captains, and 
1,120 first lieutenants — largest groups 
slated for advancement. 





iN avy Funds Lag Behind 
Needs, Report States 


Naval appropriations are not adequate- 
ly financing the programs which they are 
designed to cover, according to Secretary 
of the Navy John L. Sullivan, who blamed 
the growing financial problems on upward 
price trends. 

The Navy Secretary pointed out this 
week in his first annual report to Secre- 
tary of Defense Forrestal that “operating 
requirements are being met in many cases 
only by extensive use of wartime inven- 
tories.” As these reserve stocks become 
exhausted, he said, there will be a severe 
budgetary impact. 

Maintenance of the Naval shore estab- 
lishment has been deferred in order to 
minimize expenditures and remain with- 
in available appropriations, Mr. Sullivan 
added, and the amount of this deferred 
maintenance is reaching proportions 
which will require corrective action. 

The Navy, Mr. Sullivan said, is keenly 
aware of the obligation to make its part 





| of National defense “the strongest and 











most effective possible and to execute 
loyally the phases of President Truman’s 
National Security Program allotted to it.” 

Discussing the future outlook, the Navy 
Secretary stated that push-button war- 
fare and remote-control battles are far 
from realization and may not fully ma- 
terialize in our time, although any future 
war would find traditional methods of 
naval warfare and present tactical con- 
cepts radically altered. Developments in 
submarines, he said, have indicated that 
a “true” submersible (a vessel that can 
operate indefinitely while completely sub- 
merged) is not beyond the realm of prac- 
ticability. “It is possible,” Mr. Sullivan 
said, “that a future conflict might in- 
volve as many battles under the sea as on 
the surface.” 

The Navy’s strategic plans have been 
revised, the report points out, to keep 
pace with changing conditions. This in- 
cludes continuing studies on the changes 
in the nature of warfare, both present 
and future, occasioned by progress in the 
development of new weapons and ma- 
chines and in their application to naval 
warfare. Among other things which are 
under consideration is a plan for decen- 
tralization of activities, as a protective 
measure. 

Complements of fleet and aviation units 
are being increased to a higher percent- 
age of wartime strength, the report stated, 
and their material condition is being 
augmented to a corresponding level. Re- 
serves of planes, ships and material are 
being drawn upon as necessary to meet 
preparedness programs and to bridge the 
gap until new procurement makes itself 
felt. 

Principal overseas operations of the 
Fleet during fiscal 1948 were those in 
connection with the support of U. S. oc- 
cupational forces. In the Western Pacific, 
the Navy maintained a strength ap- 
proximating two cruisers, one destroyer 
squadron, and one small amphibious 
group, plus necessary logistic support 
ships and miscellaneous smaller craft. As- 
signment of station ships at Tsingtao and 
Shanghai was continued, and vessels in

cated entirely to the problems of economic 
mobilization, procurement, and procure- 
ment planning. On 3 September 1948 the 
College was reconstituted under the di- 
rection of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
assigned the mission of preparing selected 
senior officers of the Armed Forces for 
important command, staff, and planning 
assignments in the National Military Es- 
tablishment, and preparing selected civil- 
ians for important industrial mobilization 
planning assignments in any Government 
agency. This mission requires the presen- 
tation of specializec courses in all phases 
of the national economy with emphasis 
on the interrelationship of economic 
factors with the political, military and 
psychological factors. Instruction in all 
aspects of joint logistic planning and the 
interrelation of such planning with gen- 
eral strategic planning and national 
policy planning is contemplated. Finally, 
the mission provides for the conducting 
of courses relating to peacetime and po- 
tential wartime governmental organiza- 
tions and the determination of the most 
effective wartime controls. 

The HEeonomic Mobilization Course of 
the Industrial College requires ten 
months, and deals with such subjects as 
the economic potential of the United 
States and other nations, American and 
world progress in science and technology 
related to military needs, the computa- 
tion of requirements for the military and 
civilian sectors of our economy during 
war or a national emergency, and prob- 
lems of production to meet military and 
civilian demands under emergency con- 
ditions, the procurement of supplies for 
the Armed Forces, the factors that con- 
tribute indirectly to the arming of the 
nation (transportation, communications, 
fuel, power, distribution, and civil de- 
fense), manpower, and the mobilization 
of the Government for efficient function- 
ing under war or emergency conditions. 

The instructional methods of the Col- 
lege have, through an evolutionary proc- 
ess, come to include a balanced com- 
bination of lectures by staff members and 
leading authorities in the various fields 
relating to the mission of the College, 
case problems, seminars and round-table 
discussions, committee studies, oral pres- 
entations, and individual and group 
written reports and staff memoranda. In 
addition to the theoretical and classroom 
work at the College, the students make 
field trips to military installations and 
industrial establishments, observing at 
first hand the actual organizations and 
operations which will form the backbone 
of American economic mobilization. 

The facilities of the Industrial College 
limit classes to approximately 120 officers 
and civilians. Since it is obvious that the 
tremendous requirements of economic 
mobilization in the United States call for 
a far larger group of trained men than 
the College can graduate in any reason- 
able period of time, the Industrial College 
has established an Economic Mobiliza- 
tion Course for Reserve Officers. Acting 
under the concept that many of the men 
most likely to occupy responsible posi- 
tions in any future economic mobilization 
could not be released from their civilian 
pursuits to attend a course in Washing- 
ton, the College decided to take its courses 
directly to leading American industrial 
centers. Thus, under this program, some

twenty-three major cities have been 
visited by the instructional teams of the 
Industrial College in the academic years 
1947-1948 and 1948-1949. In each city a 
condensed course in economic mobiliza- 
tion of two weeks’ duration has been 
held. The classes in attendance at these 
courses are composed of reserve officers 
of the Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine 
Corps, officers of the National Guard, and 
selected civilians, and have averaged 
about 250 members. 

In the world today, there is nothing 
certain but change—change in the politi- 
eal relationships of nations, change in 
the weapous of war, change in the tech- 
nologies of production, change in the 
material and manpower requirements of 
national defense, and change in the body 
of scientific knowledge upon which all 
military and industrial technology must 
rest. The nation, the economy, or the mili- 
tary establishment which does not accept 
this condition of change and adjust itself 
accordingly is destined for oblivion. It 
is the determination of the Industrial 
College that, in its own modest sector of 
responsibility, it will meet change with 
adjustment, and always guide itself by 
the facts of the current situation. 

On its Twenty-Fifth Anniversary, the 
Industrial College feels that it has made 
a very definite contribution not only to 
the national security, but also towards 
the solution of that most difficult prob- 
lem—the combining of an adequate sys- 
tem of military preparedness with the 
traditional American concepts of personal 
freedom and free enterprise economy.

It 
will consist of 51 wings in the 48 states. 





Income Tax Exemption 

Reports that President Truman is op- 
posed to any special tax exemption, in- 
cluding the restoration of military ex- 
emptions, moved the House Ways and 
Means Committee this week to hold up 
action on the latter measure until it has 
officially determined the President’s atti- 
tude. 

The Committee took up for considera- 
tion the bill introduced by its chairman, 
Representative Doughton (D-N.C.), to ex- 
tend until next June the exemptions 
formerly granted to Service personnel, it 
being believed that by that time the gen- 
eral pay increase bill will have been en- 
acted. However, when rumors were re- 
ported to the committee that the Presi- 
dent is opposed even to this temporary 
relief, the Committee decided to defer 
action until after word has been received 
from the White House. The Committee 
will send an official communication ask- 
ing the President how the proposed tem- 
porary tax relief measure for the Serv- 
ices would fit in with his fiscal program. 

Meanwhile, in the Armed Services com- 
mittees of the House and Senate no meet- 
ings have been held and no official com- 
munications received concerning the pro- 
posed pay increase. Copies of the Hook 
report, however, were made available to 
the Committees and their professional 
staffs have started detailed study of the 
proposals. The draft of the pay bill is in 
the Bureau of Budget for study before 
official presentation to Congress.

Establishment of a four-year Air Force 
Academy “at such Air Force installation 
within the continental limits of the United 
States as the Secretary of the Air Force 
shall direct,” is proposed by Senator Cape- 
hart (R-Ind.) in S. 396, introduced in 
Congress.

Millions Withheld This Month 


An ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL survey in- 
dicated this week that personnel of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force will suffer pay 
cuts totaling approximately $10,000,000 
this month as a result of withholding 
taxes. 

Rough estimates reveal that Army offi- 
cers and enlisted personnel will pay about 
$4,330,000 in taxes from their January 
pay. 

Air Force personnel are expected to sur- 
render about $50,000,000 a year in with- 
holding taxes, which means that the taxes 
for January will approximate $4,000,000. 

The Navy, which is not withholding 
taxes for flight pay and other special 
emoluments, estimates that about $2,- 
000,000 will be collected in withholding 
taxes this month. 

Officials emphasize that the withhold- 
ing figures cited above are only approx- 
imations, but it was certain that the total 
withheld for the first month would run 
into millions of dollars. 

Of course, some of these taxes would be 
paid even if the $1,500 tax exemption for 
officers and the total exemption for en- 
listed personnel were in effect. 

Presumably, if Congress restores the 
tax exemptions for Service personnel, the 
new legislation will be retroactive to 1 
January.

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Pay Report on Enlisted 
Retirements 

Through an inadvertence, which will 
be corrected, a recommendation of the 
Hook Commission on Pay Revision, if 
enacted into law, apparently would have 
deprived many men with long service of 
the right to retire in the highest commis- 
sioned rank held during World War II. 
The Pay Report states: 

“The Commission does not agree with 
present laws that provide that an enlisted 
man who voluntarily avoided the respon- 
sibilities of commissioned or warrant offi- 
cer rank by requesting reclassification to 
enlisted status should be retired with 
benefits based on the officer or warrant 
rank.” 

Continuing the Commission makes this 
recommendation: 

“An enlisted man at the time of retire- 
ment, who vacated a commissioned or 
warrant officer grade at his own request, 
Shall have his retirement pay based upon 
the highest Federally recognized enlisted 
grade.” 

Under present laws an enlisted man 
who served satisfactorily as an officer 
may upon retirement be advanced to the 
highest grade satisfactorily held during 
the recent war. Apparently the Hook 
Commission was unaware that under 
Army procedure a former enlisted man, 
serving as a temporary officer, who seeks 
retirement for service under appiicable 
statutes, must first be discharged as an 
officer, then re-enlist and apply for re- 
tirement. If the recommendation of the 
Hook Commission as it appears in the 
report became law a soldier who gave up 
his commission and re-enlisted would 
lose his right to retire as an officer, even 
though he followed required Army pro- 
cedure. 

Several active and retired members of 
the Army called the attention of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL to the obvious 
inequity of the recommendation of the 
Hook Commission. This publication pre- 
sented the matter informally to the Com- 
mission which expressed surprise at the 
situation and gave assurances that the 
pay legislation now being drafted would 
be so drawn as to protect these individu- 
als in their right to retire as officers. 

Among the letters received was one 
from a retired Army master sergeant who 
writes: 

“I never heard of an old-timer who 
served as an officer or warrant officer 
during the war who requested reclassifi- 
cation to an enlisted status prior to the 
termination of the war. Since the retire- 
ment laws permit us to retire after 20 
years service many of us requested: dis- 
charge as a commissioned or warrant 
officer for the purpose of retiring. The 
Commission cannot blame us for that, be- 
cause we could not be retired as a com- 
missioned officer, but had to be discharged 
from our higher grade and re-enlist to 
apply for retirement. Most of us were 
discharged as commissioned or warrant 
officers after the termination of the war. 
I cannot agree with the Commission 
that we voluntarily avoided the respon- 
sibilities of commissioned or warrant offi- 
cer rank, since the war was over and 
there was no particular need for our 
services.” 

A letter from a master sergeant on ac- 
tive duty presents a somewhat different 
aspect of the situation. He writes: 

“In my case I requested separation 
while in commissioned grade for the pur- 
pose of re-enlistment and retirement. As 
you know a former enlisted man serving 
in a commissioned grade, in order to re- 
tire, is required to re-enlist before retire- 
ment can be accomplished. Having re- 
enlisted I decided to remain in the service 
and complete 30 years’. Under the Hook 
plan I will lose the right to retire in the 
former commissioned grade.” 

These two cases are typical of a num- 
ber of others brought to the attention of 
this publication, These soldiers, and 
others similarly situated, will be glad to 
know that there is no intention of depriv- 
ing them of their retirement rights under 
present laws, and that proposed legisla- 
tion will be carefully scrutinized with 
this in view.

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Gen. Hodges to Retire 


General Courtney H. Hodges, who rose 
from Army ranks to become a full general 
and World War II Commander of the 
First Army, will retire from active duty 
31 Jan. 

General Hodges, now Commanding 
General of the First Army with head- 
quarters at Governors Island, N. Y., will 
retire after more than 43 years’ con- 
tinuous Army service. In that period he 
served in the Mexican Campaign, saw ac- 
tion in the most bitter campaigns of World 
War I asa battalion and regimental com- 
mander, and took the First Army into the 
first landings on the Normandy beaches, 
the first breakthrough at St. Lo, the lib- 
eration of Paris, the first thrust into Ger- 
many, the first crossing of the Rhine and 
the first junction with the Russian forces. 

General Hodges also witnessed the 
surrender aboard the U. 8. 8. Missouri in 
Tokyo Bay. As one of the top field com- 
manders, he had been called to thePhilip- 
pines with hig staff immediately after 
the German surrender to help map the 
invasion and the First Army’s proposed 
part in it. 

General Hodges, who was born at 
Perry, Ga., 5 Jan., 1887, entered the 
United States Military Academy in 1904, 
when he was 17 years old. Because of diffi- 
culties with mathematics, he left the 
Academy at the end of the first year. 
Promptly enlisting in the Army as a pri- 
vate in the 17th Infantry at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Georgia, he served for three 
years as an enlisted man, then won a com- 
petitive examination for a commission 
and was commissioned a second lieutenant 
of Infantry in 1909. 
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Secy. Royall to Visit Orient 


Recently returned from a European in- 
spection trip, Secretary of the Army 
Kenneth C, Royall will leave Washing- 
ton 28 Jan. and fly to Japan by way of 
Anchorage, Alaska. 

During his trip to the Far East, Sec- 
retary Royall will inspect Army installa- 
tions in Japan, Korea and Okinawa, be- 
fore returning to Washington by way of 
Guam, Kwajalein and Hawaii on 13 Feb. 

Secretary Royall will be accompanied 
to Japan by Assistant Secretary of the 
Army Tracy 8S. Voorhees, Lt. Gen. Albert 
C. Wedemeyer, Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Plans and Combat Operations, and other 
members of the Army Staff, as well as by 
Joseph M. Dodge, President of the De- 
triot Bank, Detroit, Mich. 

Mr. Dodge, former Deputy to Secretary 
of State Marshall at the Council of For- 
eign Ministers in London and former head 
of the United States delegation to the 
Austrian Treaty Commission in Vienna, 
will remain in Japan for an indeter- 
minate period as financial advisor to Gen- 
eral MacArthur. Mr. Dodge, who will 
have the personal rank of Minister, re- 
cently completed a term of office as Pres- 
ident of the American Bankers Associa- 
tion.

Gen. Taylor Leaves USMA 

“Today West Point’s entire system is 
slanted toward the development of com- 
manders to lead citizen soldiers,” declared 
Maj. Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, departing 
Superintendent of the U. S. Military 
Academy, in a farewell address 14 Jan. 
to the junior and senior classes of cadets. 
General Taylor went on to say that the 
independent spirit and ingenuity of the 
American citizen soldier make him “a 
wonderful guy to lead.” 

Stating that “insignia of rank is not a 
right to special privilege but a badge of 
servitude to the men,” the wartime com- 
mander of the 101st Airborne Division 
emphasized to the cadets that their pri- 
mary responsibility as Army or Air Force 
officers will be to see that their men are 
taken care of before they look to their 
own wants. General Taylor then described 
the qualities and attributes which he felt 
a good leader must possess, citing to the 
cadets the varying examples of Lee, Wash- 
ington, Sherman, Bisenhower, and Patton 
—each one an outstanding troop com- 
mander and battle leader in his own way. 

This speech marked the last formal ap- 
pearance of General Taylor before the 
cadets prior to his departure for Europe 
where he will take up his new assignment 
as Chief of Staff of the European Com- 
mand. 

Maj. Gen. Bryant EB. Moore, former 
commander of U. 8S. troops in Trieste, and 
Chief of Army Public Information, suc- 
ceeds General Taylor on 28 Jan.

EUCOM Rotation Policy 


Because an unusually large number of 
Army officers and warrant officers are 
scheduled to return to the United States 
during July and August for rotation or 
separation, authority has been granted to 
spread the normal] losses over a period of 
six months instead of 60 days. 

Officers due for rotation during July 
and August will be sent to the U.S. from] 
May and 31 Oct. Twenty per cent of the 
officers normally due for return during 
July will be sent to the U.S. in May; 10 
per cent in June; 25 per cent in July; 25 
per cent of the officers normally due for 
return in July will be retained until Sep. 
tember, and 25 per cent of those due for 
return during August will be held untij 
October. : 

The remaining number will cover those 
to be returned for discharge during July 
and August, since provisions of the new 
policy prescribe that officers and warrant 
officers returning for separation will not 
be sent to the United States early or have 
their tour extended. 

Members of the Army Nurse Corps and 
the Women’s Medical Specialist Corps 
will be returned on their normal rotation 
date during July and August, 





Army Medical Strength 

Critically short of adequate doctors and 
dentists, officials said this week that the 
budgetary limit of 677,000 on the strength 
of the Army will not eliminate the need 
for udditional medical and dental officers. 

In fact, it is declared that draft legis- 
lation still will be needed to secure enough 
doctors and dentists to insure the health 
of the Army. During recent months, more 
medical officers have been leaving the 
Army for more lucrative civilian prac 
tices than are signing up for service, 

Just how many doctors and dentists 
will be required under revised budgetary 
limitations has not been disclosed. Doubt- 
less, the overall shortage of doctors and 
dentists will be decreased, but the situa- 
tion is now so bad that legislative action, 
proposed by Secretary of Defense James 
Forrestal, will be introduced before the 
8ist Congress. 

In short: The Army doesn’t have enough 
doctors and dentists now. It will need less 
medical officers than has been announced 
heretofore if the strength limitation re 
mains at 677,000, as proposed in the Pres- 
ident’s budget. Nevertheless, because vol- 
untary methods are not believed capable 
of alleviating the shortage, a bill to draft 
doctors and dentists probably will be in- 
troduced in Congress. 





Korean Occupation Force 
The XXIV Corps has been inactivated 
and Maj. Gen. John B. Coulter, who suc- 
ceeded Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge as its com- 
mander, has left Korea for Japan. 
Brig. Gen. William L. Roberts has as 
sumed command of United States Forces 
in Korea. During the last two years, 
strength of the XXIV Corps had so dwin- 
dled that in reality it was only little more 
than a paper organization, General Rob- 
erts has been in command of the United 
States advisory group to the Korean Min- 
istry of Defense.

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Medical Examiners with 
Air Force 


An eleven-week course designed to 
qualify physicians as medical examiners 
for duty with the Air Force was an- 
nounced this week by the Department of 
the Army. Classes will commence 28 
March, at the Air Force School of Avia- 
tion Medicine, Randolph AFB, Randolph 
Field, Tex. 

A total of 358 hours of instruction are 
included in the curriculum. Subjects 
slated to be taught include air evacua- 
tion, care of the flyer, performance of 
“94” exam, neuropsychiatry, opthal- 
mology, otorhinolaryngology, physiology 
preventive and global medicine, and 
surgery. 

Officers selected for this course will be 
afforded an opportunity to receive dual 
flying instruction in AT-6 type aircraft, 
providing they are physically qualified 
and desirous of such training, the an- 
nouncement stated. 

Medical officers graduating from this 
course will be designated as aviation 
medical examiners, and designation as a 
flight surgeon will be considered after an 
officer completes one year of preceptor 
training in an assignment involving avia- 
tion medicine. 

Reserve officers who will complete 
their current category commitment prior 
to the beginning of the course, and who 
desire to attend it, are eligible to submit 
applications providing they agree to 
serve on active duty at least one year 
following completion of the course. 

Civilian physicians desiring to attend 
the course and serve subsequently with 
the Air Force may do so, if selected by 
the Army, by accepting an appointment 
in the Medical Corps Reserve and volun- 
tering for two years extended active 
duty. Reserve officers not on active duty 
desiring to attend may do so, if selected 
by the Army, by agreeing to serve two 
years extended active duty. 

All applicants must be physically 
qualified in Class III for flying as out- 
lined in Army Regulation 40-110 and 
must express a desire to serve with the 
Air Force. Officers who are on active 
duty may submit applications in letter 
form through channels, and officers not 
now on active duty should submit appli- 
cations direct to The Surgeon General, 
Department of the Army, Washington 25, 
D.C. 


Persons who wish to attend the course 
must forward their applications to reach 
The Surgeon General by 21 February. 
Persons selected will be assigned to duty 
with the U. 8S. Air Force (Air Surgeon), 
and will be ordered to Randolph Air 
Force Base, to arrive 23 March.

Lt. Gen. Hall Retires 


Lt. Gen. Charles P. Hall, Director of 
Organization and Training, Department 
of the Army, retired from active duty 19 
Jan., climaxing a career of 87 years. Im- 
pressive ceremonies were held at Ft. Myer, 
Va., where General Hall lives. 

The retiring officer saw service in World 
Wars I and II. During the last war, his 
conduct of various operations in theSouth 
Pacific was credited with largely acceler- 
ating the Allied offensive. 

General Hall was born in Sardis, Miss., 12 
Dec. 1886. He was graduated from the U. 8. 
Military Academy 13 June 1911. During World 
War I he received the Distinguished Service 
Cross for heroism and outstanding perform- 
ance at Vizery, France, He also received the 
French Legion of Honor and the French Croix 
de Guerre. 

In the period between World War I and 
World War II, he served as an instructor in 
several Army schools and saw two years of 
duty in the Philippine Islands between 1930 
and 1932. From this point, he served in vari- 
ous posts in the United States and by 29 Jan. 
1941, he had risen to the rank of Major Gen- 
eral (temporary). 

In June, 1944, General Hall, by then a lieu- 
tenant general (temporary) arrived in New 
Guinea and assumed command of the Perse- 
cution Task Force, made up of the 32nd In- 
fantry Division, reinforced by the 43rd Divi- 
sion, 112th Cavalry RCT, 124th Infantry Regi- 
ment and supporting units. Less tthan two 
weeks after his assumption of this command, 
the XVIII Japanese Army launched an at- 
tack along the Driniumo River. General Hall 
mounted a counter-offensive on 31 July, deci- 
sively defeated the Japanese and destroyed 
the enemy army as an organized fighting 
force. 

General Hall assumed command of the XI 
Corps—with which he had subsequently ad- 
vanced to Leyte, P. I.—in January, 1945. Frqm 
then until the following June, General Hall 
directed operations of the XI Corps in suc- 
cessful operations on Luzon, at Corregidor, 
Caballo Island, Carabao Island, Fort Stotsen- 
burg, and in the mountain regions northeast 
of Manila. 

On 30 June 1945, XI Corps was relieved of 
operational responsibility in connection with 
the Luzon campaign and began preparation 
for invasion of Kyushu, scheduled for 1 Nov. 
1945. Upon capitulation of the Japanese the 
XI Corps was assigned to occupy the Tokyo- 
Yokohama area on Honshu. On 5 Dec. 1945, 
General Hall assumed command of the Highth 
Army in Japan during the temporary ab- 
sence of General Eichelberger, remaining in 
that post until February, 1946. The follow- 
ing month the XI Corps was inactivated in 
Yokohama and General Hall returned to the 
United States. 

On 10 July 1946 he became Director of Or- 
ganization and Training, War Department 
General Staff (now Department of the Army) 
the assignment from which he is retiring, Be- 
sides the DSC, General Hall received for his 
World War I service the Silver Star with two 
Oak Leaf Clusters, the Purple Heart, the 
Legion of Honor (French), the French Croix 
de Guerre, and the La Solidaridad (Panama). 
In World War II, besides the DSM, General 
Hall won the Oak Leaf Cluster to the DSM, 
a Third Oak Leaf Cluster to the Silver Star, 
the Bronze Star Medal, and the Egyptian 
Grand Officer of the Order of Ismail. 





Retired Officer Pay 


Two bills affecting pay of retired offi- 
cers have been introduced in Congress, 
one raising from $3,000 to $5,000 the 
maximum amount that these persons may 
receive as combined retired pay and com- 
pensation from a civilian office or posi- 
tion in the Government, and the second 
granting pay of highest rank to officers 
who were retired after serving in the 
Armed Forces prior to 12 Noy. 1918. 

Senator Magnuson of Washington in- 
troduced legislation to increase the limita- 
tion on pay of retired officers who work 
for the Government in a civilian capacity. 

Senator McFarland is the author of the 
measure which would grant to retired 
officers of World War I the same benefits 
now granted to those who served in World 
War II, namely the right to receive re- 
tired pay of the highest grade in which 
he served. 
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Guided Missile Proving Ground 

To insure survival, the United States 
must take the lead in development of 
guided missiles, Secretary of the Air 
Force W. Stuart Symington said this 
week in asking Congress for authoriza- 
tion to expend up to $200,000,000 for es- 
tablishment of a joint long-range proving 
ground. 

The Army and the Navy joined the Air 
Force in requesting creation of a facility 
to test ‘7uided missiles of ranges greater 
than 150 miles. 

Secretary Symington noted that “cer- 
tain other nations have availed them- 
selves of the services of German scientists 
and technicians and are making vigorous 
efforts to produce guided missiles of in- 
ter-continental ranges.” He said the 
Services have urgent need for a land- 
based proving ground where guided mis- 
siles can be flight-tested at long ranges. 

In a letter which accompanied the re- 
quest for legislative action, Secretary 
Symington said : 

“The purpose of the proposed legislation 
is to provide substantive law authorizing the 
Secretary of the Air Force to acquire, con- 
struct and equip a joint long-range proving 
ground, This proving ground is required pri- 
marily for the development and testing of 
guided missiles of ranges greater than 150 
miles, and for subsequent training of per- 
sonnel. The proposed bill, upon enactment, 
will serve as a basis for requesting appropri- 
ations for the establishment of such joint 
long-range ground and for such additional 
bases and ranges as may be determined to 
be necessary. 

“The field of guided missiles is still within 
its infancy, Certain other nations have availed 
themselves of the services of German scien- 
tists and technicians and are making vigorous 
efforts to produce guided missiles of inter- 
continental ranges. It will not suffice for the 
United States to merely keep abreast of, or 
equal the efforts of other nations, but, in or- 
der that this nation may survive, it will be 
necessary. for the United States to take the 
lead in this new field. Accordingly, there is 
an immediate and urgent necessity for ac- 
quiring, constructing and equipping a land- 
based proving ground where guided missiles, 
now under development and scheduled for 
tests in the near future, can be flight-tested 
at long ranges. 

“The entire question of a guided missile 
proving ground where missiles with ranges 
in excess of 150 miles could be tested was re- 
ferred by the Joint Chiefs of Staff to the Joint 
Research and Development Board upon the 
establishment of that Board in July 1946. A 
Committee, in which all three services had 
equal representation, was formed on 7 Oct. 
1946, with the specific objective of ‘examining 
the entire question of a single, national, long- 
range guided missile proving ground.’ This 
Committee submitted a report to the Joint 
Research and Development Board on 20 June 
1947, recommending the immediate establish- 
ment of a joint long-range proving ground 
and, as a result of the recommendation, the 
Board, in letters addressed to the Secretaries 
of War and Navy, approved the establish- 
ment of a long-range proving ground for 
guided missiles and allocated the responsi- 
bjlity for acquiring, building and equipping 
the range to the War Department. 

“Since the enactment of the National Se- 
curity Act of 1947 the responsibility has been 
reassigned to the Department of the Air 
Force, A joint executive group, embodying 
equal participation by the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force has been established to pursue the 
project. 

“In order to meet the requirements of the 
guided missile programs of the three Armed 
Services, it is essential that this range be in 
operation at the earliest possible date. The 
Department of the Army and the Department 
of the Navy join with the Department of the 
Air Force in urgently recommending the en- 
actment of this legislation. 

“This proposed bill has been coordinated 
among the Departments and Boards in the 
National Military Establishment in accord- 
ance with procedures prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of Defense. 

“The fiscal effect of the proposed legisla- 
tion is manifest in that there is authorized 
the expenditure of not more than $200,000,000 
to carry out the purposes of this Act.” 

The legislation authorizes the estab- 
lishing of the proving ground and the 
construction, installation and equipment 
of the necessary buildings, facilities, ap- 
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purtenances, and -utilities “within or 


without the continental limits of the 
United States for scientific study, testing 
and training purposes by the Depart- 
ments of the Army, Navy, and Air Force.” 

The Secretaries are authorized to con- 
tribute financial support to the project 
out of funds available. 

The Secretary of Defense is authorized 
to “transfer and reallocate any part of 
the authority granted in the legislation.” 

In an accompanying letter the Secre- 
tary of Defense stated: “This legislation 
has been approved by me for inclusion 
in the National Military Establishment 
legislative program for the 81st Congress, 
First Session and responsibility for han- 
dling it on behalf of the Establishment 
has been placed in the Department of 
the Air Force.” 

The Bureau of the Budget, likewise, 
a approved submission of the legisla- 
tion. 





Military Security Legislation 

Representing all Departments of the 
Armed Forces the State Department and 
the Central Intelligence Agency, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy has requested the en- 
actment of legislation “to insure further 
the military security of the United States 
by providing that the unauthorized dis- 
closure by any person of classified in- 
formation concerning the cryptographic 
systems and the communication intelli- 
gence activities of the United States shall 
be a statutory offense.” To effect this 
purpose, Senator Tydings (D-Md. ), chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services, has introduced S. 277. 

In the letter of transmittal, Secretary 
Sullivan stated: 

“During the war it was necessary to make 
a great many matters of a confidential nature 
accessible to a considerable number of service 
personnel and employees who have since been 
severed from their wartime duties and who 
may fail to safeguard official information 
which is within their knowledge. Existing 
laws do not adequately protect the security 
of information of this character and it is con- 
sidered of utmost urgency and importance 
from the standpoint of national security that 
legislation be enacted which will fully pro- 
tect the security of classified matter.” 

According to the Secretary of the Navy, 
at present two Acts afford limited pro- 
tection to cryptographic information— 
the Espionage Act of 1917 and the Act of 
10 June 1933. Under the Espionage Act, 
unauthorized revolution of information 
can be penalized only if it can be proved 
that the person making the revelation 
did so with the intent to injure the 
United States. Under the 1933 Act, only 
diplomatic codes and messages transmit- 
ted in diplomatic codes are protected. 
The proposed legislation will be all-in- 
clusive in coverage of all important in- 
formation affecting intelligence opera- 
tions and all direct information about all 
United States codes and ciphers. 





Secy. Forrestal Speaks 


The National Military Establishment 
is divided by “barriers of doubt and sus- 
pician,” and what is needed is mutual 
understanding between the Services, Sec- 
retary of Defense James Forrestal said 
this week. He spoke before the Pitts- 
burgh Chamber of Commerce, where he 
outlined a three-point program for im- 
proving unification of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force. 

Secretary Forrestal said there should 
be a greater degree of mutual education, 
a recognition that future war would 
place vast economic strain upon the Na- 
tion’s resources and therefore would 
necessitate maximum economy; and a 
gradual evolution of a joint staff which 
will begin “to dilute the strong attach- 
ments to individual services.”

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Supply Corps Age Limits 

To enable the Navy to recruit more 
personnel for commissioning in the Sup- 
ply Corps, the Department of the Navy is 
requesting legislation that would remove 
from existing law the upper age limit of 
25 years for appointment to a commis- 
sioned grade in that corps. To accom- 
plish this, the bill calls for amending Sec- 
tion 19 of the Act of August 13, 1946 
(60 Stat. 1057). 

In a covering letter, Acting Secretary 
of the Navy Kenney states: 

“Under present circumstances the existing 
maximum age limit has become unduly re- 
strictive. Many of the recent college gradu- 
ates and those who will graduate within the 
next several years are veterans. Their ages 
are well above the pre-war average and in 
many cases they are therefore ineligible for 
appointment in the ‘Supply Corps under exist- 
ing law. The twenty-five year age restriction 
also prevents the appointment of some Nava! 
Academy graduates who, upon graduation, 
may not be physically qualified as line offi- 
cers. 

“A further reason for amending the present 
Section 19 arises out of its inconsistency with 
other statutory provisions. While the Act of 
13 Aug, 1946 pertains to the procurement of 
officers from civilian sources, and Section 19 
would be construed as a restriction on that 
source only, Section 6 of the Act of 22 July 
1935 (49 Stat. 487), and Section 404 of the Act 
of 7 Aug. 1947 (61 Stat. 795), which pertain 
to appointments from personnel already in 
the Navy, contain no similar limitation. The 
1935 Act. authorizing transfers of line officers 
to the various staff corps, expressly provides 
that such transfers may be made regardless 
of age. The 1947 Act, in its provisions for 
limited duty officers to be appointed from 
warrant and enlisted grades, requires a mini- 
mum of ten years service in the Navy, but 
sets no limitation as to age. While these two 
Acts do not conflict with Section 19 of the 
Act of 13 Aug, 1946, the latter is inconsistent 
with them for it results in different age re- 
quirements for appointment to commissioned 
grade in the Supply Corps depending upon 
the source of appointment.”

F. Dugan, USN, turned over the com- 
mand of the Naval Communication Sta- 
tion, to Capt. Richard E. Elliott, USN. 
Captain Dugan and his family sub- 
sequently left for his new assignment as 
Commanding Officer of the Naval Com- 
munication Station in Kodiak, Alaska. 
Among those attending were Rear Adm. 
James L. Holloway, jr., Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, and Capt. Charles 
L. Freeman, Commanding Officer of the 
Annapolis Naval Station as well as Capt. 
Jesse R. Wallace, Chief of Staff to Ad- 
miral Holloway and Cmdr. Thomas D. 
Cunningham, Flag Lieutenant.

Capt. Kenneth A. Walsh, Congressional 
Medal of Honor wearer who shot down 21

Only three Marine Corps fighter pilots 
bettered Walsh’s combat record. They 
were Lt. Col. Gregory (Pappy) Boying- 
ton, who shot down 27 Jap planes; Maj. 
Joe Foss, credited with 26, and ist Lt. 
Robert Hanson, who bagged 25. Boying- 
ton and Foss are now on inactive duty 
and Hanson was killed in action.

Two-Star Rank for Two Marines 

President Truman this week approved 
the selection of Marine Brigadier Gen- 
erals Merwin H. Silverthorn and Ray A. 
Robinson for promotion to the rank of 
Major General. 

The selections, approved on 17 Jan, 
were made by a Marine Corps selection 
board headed by Lt. Gen. Keller 5, 
Rockey. Both General Silverthorn and 
General Robinson were selected from the 
promotion zone, which included two other 
officers who have now failed of selection 
onee. In addition, three brigadier gen- 
erals, who were above the zone but eli. 
gible for selection, failed of selection for 
the second time. These three officers (Rob- 
ert Blake, William A. Worton, and Louis 
Reeder Jones) will be forced to retire 
prior to 30 June 1949. 

General Silverthorn, currently on duty in 
the office of the Chief of Naval Operations, 
was decorated with the Legion of Merit and 
the Distinguished Service Medal for his war- 
time services as Chief of Staff of the Third 
Amphibious Corps. 

3orn in Minneapolis on 22 Sept. 1896, Gen- 
eral Silverthorn attended the University of 
Minnesota before enlisting in the Marine 
Corps on 27 April 1917. Less than three months 
later he sailed for France, and the following 
year was commissioned a second lieutenant 
In France he participated in a number of ma 
jor campaigns, was wounded twice, and earned 
several decorations including the Navy Cross 
and the Distinguished Service Cross. 

During the early months of World War II 
General Silverthorn served as a member of the 
U. S. Joint Strategic Committee, and later 
as Chief of the Amphibious Warfare Section. 
Army and Navy Staff College. In 1943 he be 
came Chief of Staff of the Third Amphibious 
Corps and participated in the invasion and 
eapture of Guam, where he was awarded the 
Legion of Merit, While still serving in this 
assignment, he earned the Distinguished Serv 
ice Medal for his conduct during operations 
against enemy Japanese forces in the Southern 
Palau and Ryukyu Islands. From July 195 
until Sept. 1946 he served as Chief of Staff 
of the Fleet Marine Force, Pacific. Before re- 
porting to the office of the Chief of Naval Op 
erations he commanded the Troop Training 
Unit, Training Command, Amphibious Forces, 
Atlantic Fleet, for one year. 

In addition to the medals mentioned, Gen- 
eral Silverthorn also holds the Silver Star 
with Oak Leaf Cluster, the Croix de Guerre 
with Silver Star, the French Fourragere, the 
Purple Heart, and numerous others. 

General Robinson, Director of the Division 
of Plans and Policies, also entered the Marine 
Corps as an enlisted man and served in both 
World War I and II. 

Born on 1 July 1896, in Los Angeles, Gen- 
eral Robinson enlisted in the Marine Corps in 
1917 and, just subsequent to completion of his 
recruit training, was commissioned as a sec 
ond lieutenant. He served in France in 1918- 
1919 with the 13th Marine Regiment. 

During World War II he served as Chief 
of Staff of both the Third and Fifth Marine 
Divisions, and later as Assistant Division 
Commander of the Fifth. In March, 1946, he 
was named Fleet Marine Officer on the Staff 
of the Commander in Chief of the Pacific and 
Pacific Ocean Area, and the following Septem- 
ber became Chief of Staff, Fleet Marine Force 
Pacific, In Aug. 1947 he assumed his present 
duties as Director, Division of Plans and Pol 
icies, Headquarters Marine Corps. 

General Robinson holds, among other dec- 
orations, the Legion of Merit with Gold Star, 
the Bronze Star Medal, the Presidential Unit 
Citation with two stars, and the Navy Unit 
Commendation with Bronze Star.

(Continued from First Page) 
the Far East included one cruiser, and 
four destroyers, plus logistic support ves- 
sels and smaller craft as required. The 
largest force of vessels was maintained in 
the Mediterranean and Eastern Atlantic 
where one aircraft carrier, four cruisers, 
and one and one-half destroyer squadrons, 
with auxiliary vessels, were assigned. 

In general, Secretary Sullivan said, the 
results of operational training and readi- 
ness programs have been gratifying. 
Under difficult personnel conditions, they 
have materially assisted in improving the 
state of readiness of the active fleets. 
This year has provided a good test of the 
Fleet Training Instructions governing 
battle efficiency, he added, and the in- 
structions for administrative, material, 
and operational readiness inspections, 
which were promulgated in the fiseal year 
1947. They have proved highly effective. 

Construction of all permanent berthing 
facilities for the Reserve Fleet is virtual- 
ly completed, Mr. Sullivan reported, as is 
the inactivation of almost all units. The 
program has gradually passed from the 
inactivation to the maintenance phase, 
he said, and a 5-year schedule for the 
overhaul of Reserve Fleet units has been 
inaugurated, along with a regular system 
of inspections by Reserve Fleet personnel 
and the Navy’s Board of Inspection and 
Survey. 

The Navy has met the time schedule of 
overhauls of both active and reserve ves- 
sels, but, because of limited funds, rela- 
tively few alterations have been accom- 
plished on active ships undergoing over- 
haul during fiscal 1948. No alterations 
have been accomplished on Reserve Fleet 
vessels. 

Text of pertinent parts of the report 
follows: 

NAVAL AVIATION 
Status and Assignments 

Reduction in the size of the naval aero- 
nautical organization, which began with the 
end of hostilities, continued during the past 
fiscal year, although at a reduced rate, Re- 
ports of the President’s Air Policy Commis- 
sion and of the Joint Congressional Aviation 
Policy Board, made early in the year, indi- 
cated growing concern with the aviation as- 
pects of national military security, They were 
teflected in legislation which, among other 
things, authorized a moderate expansion in 
naval aviation, and provided funds to begin 
construction of a prototype aircraft carrier 
capable of handling heavier planes of in- 
creased range and load capacity. The addi- 
tional squadrons and air groups required to 
provide the necessary air support will be 
outfitted, and a few aviation shore facilities 
will be reactivated to meet the expansion. 
Long-range plans are also being devised for 
Plane replacements of more advanced types 
which are now under development,

lems for carrier operation, which are being 
solved. One Marine and two Navy fighter 
squadrons are now fully equipped with jet 
aircraft (FH and FJ), and two of these 
squadrons have completed carrier qualifica- 
tions, 

As a result of operational tests, established 
tactics have been modified to take full ad- 
vantage of the potentialities of newly de- 
veloped aircraft electronics equipment. Anti- 
submarine equipment, tested in simulated war 
operations against modernized submarines, 
has contributed to the development of new 
counter-measure techniques, ‘Special aircraft 
for antisubmarine warfare are increasing the 
scouting range of the Fleet, and are thus 
broadening and strengthening its defensive 
and offensive power. In cooperation with the 
Air Force and the Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration, the development of electronics equip- 
ment in ground-controlled-approach systems 
has led to wide installation of this equipment, 
and is doing much to make all-weather flying 
an established fact. Tests have been com- 
pleted on equipment of similar type for use 
aboard carriers, and have indicated the feasi- 
bility of its use with the Fleet. 


Aviation Training 

During the fiscal year 1948, 911 Navy and 
Marine pilots completed the flight training 
course, In the same period, 291 officers and 
11,797 enlisted men completed the ground of- 
ficer and specialist courses given by the Air 
Technical Training Command, The curricula 
for specialists were revised to meet the re- 
quirements of the Navy’s new enlisted rating 
structure, and training schools were con- 
solidated to effect savings in staff and instruc- 
tional personnel. The introduction of jet-pro- 
pelled aircraft has raised the problem of 
transition training for experienced pilots, and 
this problem is being solved in cooperation 
with the Air Force, through whom a number 
of P-80 models were obtained for training 
purposes. Maintenance men and instructors 
for these new types are being trained largely 
through instruction at the factories, 

Training of operating squadrons within the 
Fleet is pointed toward their broader experi- 
ence and improved efficiency in night opera- 
tion, instrument flight, navigation, gunnery, 
and the use of new weapons and operating 
techniques, Battle efficiency is being main- 
tained by a limited amount of “live’’ bomb 
and torpedo practice. Training exercises 
simulating war conditions have been carried 
out with naval surface forces, Marine land- 
ing forces, and Army and Air Force units, 
notably in such instances as the amphibious 
exercises held at San Clement Island and 
Aliso Canyon areas in the Pacific during Oc- 
tober and November 1947, and the practice 
amphibious invasion of Vieques Island in the 
West Indies by Atlantic Fleet forces during 
February and March 1948. 

Lighter-Than-Air Aviation 

In July 1947, the Navy decided to continue 
its lighter-than-air organization, particular- 
ly for antisubmarine warfare. An extensive 
program of development has been inaugu- 
rated, both for the airships themselves and 
for the necessary supporting equipment, The 
problems of countering new-type submarines 
are such that no possibility should be over- 
looked, and lighter-than-air craft possess 
characteristics which offer very definite ad- 
vantages, 

For economy reasons, the lighter-than-air 
squadron at the Naval Air Station, Santa Ana, 
Calif., has been transferred to the east coast. 


Readiness and Efficiency 

Although squadrons and units are being 
maintained below war complements, battle 
efficiency of aviation personnel is considered 
good. Regular inspections of squadron 
readiness, participation in specified training 
courses, and routine operations at sea and 
ashore are all directed toward improvement. 
The extensive and expanding program carried 
on by the organized aviation reserve has es- 
tablished a solid base for the rapid expansion 
of naval aviation should conditions so de- 
mand. The aircraft replacement program, de- 
layed by the large surplus of wartime aircraft, 
is now getting under way and in another year 
the material condition of naval aviation will 
be greatly improved. The weapons and tactics 
made possible by the assignment of latest 
model planes and equipment will further in- 
crease the striking power of the Fleet. 

Rising Costs and Operating Expenses 

Many difficult fiscal problems are accruing 
from the upward spiral of prices, and from 
operating costs which are running well in 
excess of cash appropriations, By reaching 
into its war reserves, using up its inventory 
of working-stock items, and expenditure of 
earry-over funds from previous appropria- 
tions, the Navy has maintained a 5-billion- 
dollar establishment on a 3%-billion-dollar 
eash budget, In 1947 a 614-billion-dollar Navy 
had been operated on a 414-billion-dollar cash 
budget. It is estimated that in 1949 the operat- 
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ing cost of the Navy will again exceed ap- 
propriations by more than a billion dollars. 

This heavy drain on operating and reserve 
stocks, without corresponding replacements, 
cannot continue indefinitely, The Navy is 
meeting current needs from war reserves and 
normal working stocks which are approaching 
exhaustion, and inevitably this factor will 
necessitate increases in future appropriations 
if the present size and scope of naval opera- 
tions is to be supported. (See chart.) Further 
complicating the situation is the fact that the 
Navy during the past 3 years has been forced 
to defer much of the maintenance work on its 
shore facilities. Financial limitations have 
prevented the making of many needed re- 
pairs, and eventually this deferred mainten- 
ance will have to be completed or facilities 
will suffer damage for lack of the necessary 
“stitch in time.” 

Practically everything the Navy buys con- 
tinued to increase in cost during the year, 
and rising prices have a definite and direct 
effect upon the Navy’s scope of operations. 
The money the Navy was obligating and 
spending in 1948 had been appropriated in the 
fiscal year 1947, The estimates upon which 
the appropriations were based were prepared 
in 1946, and were, in turn, based upon plans 
evolved even earlier, Estimates, based upon 
requirements planned as early as late 1945, 
and upon costs as of mid-1946, could not ac- 
ecurately reflect the greatly increased costs 
encountered in fiscal 1948, when funds were 
eventually obligated. Consequently, the 
Navy’s dollars, in their shrunken condition, 
failed to accomplish all that had been planned 
for them, 

Compared with costs for comparable items 
in 1939, the last prewar year in which the 
Navy submitted a typical peacetime budget, 
1948 costs were striking higher. The cost of 
ordnance material, which includes guns, am- 
munition, fire-contro!l and detection equip- 
ment, and armor plate, went up from $5,000 a 
ton in 1939 to $7,790 per ton in 1948, Ordnance 
material in 1939 constituted 21 percent of the 
total cost of a destroyer, while in 1948 it 
was more than 45 percent, On the basis of 
current trends, it is probable that for certain 
other types of ships, more heavily armed and 
armored and requiring complex mazes of 
fire-contro! and detection devices, ordnance 
material in the near future will cost more 
than the ship itself, The amount of money 
which in 1939 would pay for a complete squad- 
ron of 18 fighter planes would, in 1949 (based 
on estimates in February 1948), be just a bit 
more than sufficient to buy two of today’s 
comparable fighter planes, which cost $456,- 
000 each. 

Although the increased costs of labor and 
materials play a most significant part in the 
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greater expense of aircraft, ships, ordnance, 
and other items-bought by the Navy, they 
alone are not responsible, Technological ad- 
vances, which have greatly increased the 
range, effectiveness, power, and speed of 
weapons, planes, and ships, have also greatly 
increased their complexity and their cost. 
The price of just the electrical and electronic 
equipment on a modern night fighter in 1948 
was almost as much as the typical day fighter, 
completely equipped, cost in 1939, 

The 1948 destroyer, too, has changed. It is 
larger, faster, more powerful, and it carries 
a greatly increased amount of more efficient, 
more complicated ordnance, Because it is big- 
ger and more complex than its 1939 counter- 
part, it requires more men to operate it; a 
crew that not only is twice as large, but draws 
83 per cent more pay per man than in 1939, 
due to pay increases and the requirement for 
greater numbers of more highly rated men. 
This same destroyer enters into the ordnance 
picture, too. Since it has more guns which 
fire much more rapidly, it not only requires: 
more gunners but uses much more ammuni- 
tion and requires intricate fire-control equip- 
ment, including radar, which the 1939 ship 
did not have at all. Firing more ammunition 
from more guns more rapidly, the 1948 de- 
stroyer required 474 tons of ordnance ma- 
terial to 1939's 212, an increase of 123 percent. 
Each ton of ordnance material required by 
the newer ship cost $2,790 more than in 1989, 
raising the total cost of ordnance material 
required for a destroyer from the 1939 level 
of $1,080,600 to a 1948 level of $3,692,460, an 
increase of 342 percent, 

Maintaining an effective Navy has required 
large appropriations in recent years. To 
maintain an equally effective Navy in the 
future, the cost inescapably will be still 
larger. Operating requirements will have to 
be met from current appropriations without 
the availability of wartime accumulations of 
materials, Moreover, material inventories 
must again be raised to safe levels. Both 
items will face price conditions which, ac- 
cording to present trends, will continue to be 
very high. 

Research and Development 

The Navy’s search for new knowledge and 
new tools is delving into every field of 
science, and is proceeding without slacken- 
ing pace, The products of the various re- 
search programs have been many and varied, 
and are being utilized to the maximum extent 
in keeping the United States foremost among 
the world’s navies, Collectively, they also 
represent a scientific progress which will ac-

Command of Air Units 
All Air Force officers, regardless of aero- 
nautical rating, are to be given the broad- 
est possible opportunity to exercise com- 
mand responsibilities under provisions of 
AFR 56-1, released this week. 


The Air Force said the regulation will 
authorize and encourage assignment of 
nonrated officers to command activities 
for which they are qualified by experi- 
ence and training. Such activities include 
specialized depots, depot groups, service 
groups, all echelons of the Airways and 
Air Communications Service, technical 
training schools and bases, basic training 
centers, the Air Materiel Command and 
many similar echelons. 

Flying units will in all cases be com- 
manded by flying officers who hold a cur- 
rently effective aeronautical rating as 
command pilot, senior pilot or pilot. These 
units include any tactical unit, base or 
ether command or activity, primary func- 
tion of which is operational command of 
aircraft. 
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USAF Contracts With Small 


Business 

Small business, establishments of 500 
employees or less, was awarded nearly 
half of the total number of contracts for 
Air Force purchases during the past six 
months, according to Air Materiel Com- 
mand Headquarters, Wright-Patterson 
AFB, Dayton, Ohio. 

AMC estimated that sub-contracts let 
to small business would total many more 
millions of dollars. Bulk of this latter 
total was in components going into the 
production of aircraft for the USAF. Per- 
centages, both on contracts and dollars, 
might possibly be increased considerably 
in the future, it was pointed out by Maj. 
Gen. K. B. Wolfe, Director, Procurement 
and Industrial Planning, for AMC. 

Thousands of small business firms 
throughout the country are eligible to bid 
on commodities required in building up 
and maintaining a modern Air Force. “If 
any small business firm is a responsible 
establishment,” General Wolfe said, 
“there is no reason it cannot bid on any 
contract whose requirements it can meet. 
Establishing the responsibility of an un- 
registered company is a portion of the In- 
dustrial Planning Division operation and 
can be accomplished in short order.”

HD prompt action of the Congress in providing substantial and merited increases 

in the salaries and tax-free allowances of the President, the Vice President and 
the Speaker of the House augurs well for favorable Congressional consideration of 
legislation to raise the pay of the Armed Forces. All of the arguments, used so force- 
fully in favor of greater compensation for the President, Vice President and Speaker, 
apply with equal cogency to pay increases for military personnel. It will be noted 
that considerable amounts were added to the pay of these high officials in the form 
of allowances specifically exempt from Federal income taxes. In taking this action 
the Congress followed the precedent established when it increased the pay of its 
own members by $2,500 per year, and in addition provided another $2,500 in the 
form of a tax-free expense allowance. Under current legislative proposals the tax 
exemptions for the Armed Forces, which expired on 31 December last, would be 
revived only until next July, after which all of the base and longevity pay of officers 
and enlisted men would be subject to the full Federal income tax. Presumably such 
pay increases as may be approved by Congress would become effective at that time. 
With all pay subject to income tax the net increases proposed by the Hook Commis- 
sion would be considerably less than indicated by a casual comparison of present 
and proposed pay scales. For example, the aggregate monthly pay, and rental and 
subsistence allowances of an Army captain of ten years’ service in 1948 was $396.50. 
If he were married and without children his Federal income tax, with the $1,500 
annual exemption then allowed, was about $4.08 per month, leaving his net take-home 
pay $392.42. Under the Hook Commission’s recommendations his pay and allowances 
would total $520.00 per month, but of this $390 would be subject to income tax, 
amounting to about $41.60, leaving his monthly net take-home pay $478.40. This 
would represent an increase of $86 per month, instead of $128.50 as indicated by the 
Hook Commission. His percentage increase would be less than 22 per cent instead 
of 32.41, as shown by the Hook Board calculations, which disregarded income tax 
features. In order to provide moderate, and long overdue, increases in military 
compensation the Congress should follow the precedents established in raises granted 
high officials and members of Congress and make income tax exemptions permanent 
and extend them to apply to all active and retired military personnel. 


Hild annual reports of the Secretary of the Navy and the Secretary of the Air 

Force afford an opportunity for a fantastic—but not unrealistic—forecast of war- 
fare of the not too distant future. Pilotless aircraft, driven at incredible speeds through 
the stratosphere ; submarines cruising the depths of the oceans for indefinite periods; 
guided missiles, capable of tremendous devastation, launched against far-distant 
turgets—these are some of the weapons already available for the next major conflict. 
They conjure up visions of aerial encounters between pilotless planes, maneuvered 
by radio, far above the earth in the outer atmosphere; submarine fleets fighting des- 
perate battles far beneath the surface of the sea, and of duels at distances of hundreds 
of miles between batteries launching guided missiles with atomic warheads. While 
pushbutton warfare is not yet at hand, nor perhaps even in sight, there are avail- 
able weapons already vastly more destructive than those of the recent war, and with 
potentialities too staggering to comtemplate. Developments during and subsequent to 
the war have completely altered our Naval strategy and requirements. We emerged 
from the war as the world’s greatest Naval power, with an advantage in surface 
ships so great that no country wou'd attempt to match it. Naval battles will no longer 
occur between great fleets of capital ships and auxiliary craft. The menace to the 
freedom of the seas in the future will be from aerial and subsurface attack. Control 
of the air and of the mysterious ocean depths will be essential to any intercontinental 
victory. Defense against future attacks will rest largely on means for detecting and 
destroying hostile aircraft, guided missiles and enemy submarines, It is comforting 
to know that our Naval and Air authorities are alert to the dangers inherent in the 
recent advances in the art and science of warfare and are keeping abreast of develop- 
ments through continuous scientific research. To maintain this vigilance the Armed 
Forces require the services of the best of our young men. They must be continuously 
trained in the increasingly complex specialties so essential to our security. In order 
to procure and retain qualified personnel we must make the reward of military service 
sufficiently attractive to interest the intelligent and ambitious youth. More pay, better 
housing, and improved service conditions are essential if we are to have a modern 
Military Pstablishment.

U.S. COAST GUARD 








HE President’s fiscal year 1950 budget 

asks for the Coast Guard $149,567,000, 
an increase of $8,848,245 over the 1949 
authorization of $140,718,755. 

In his budget message, President Tru- 
man said that during fiscal year 1950 the 
full program of ocean weather-station op- 
eration will be realized and explained 
that other segments of the Coast Guard 
program will be operating to a fuller ex- 
tent. Considerable progress also isplanned 
for rehabilitating the Coast Guard’s 
physical plant. 

Major items in the Coast Guard budget 
(with 1949 requirements given in paren- 
thesis) are: Salaries, Office of the Com- 
mandant, $2,500,000 ($2,260,784); Pay 
and Allowances, $77,445,000 ($71,295,- 
154); General Expenses, $39,988,000 
($39,225,070) ; Civilian Employees, $4,- 
500,000 ($4,218,992) ; Retired Pay, $13,- 
134,000 ($12,000,000), and Acquisition, 
Construction and Improvements, $12,- 
000,000 ($11,438,755). 

The President asked $1,392,000 for con- 
struction of vessels and $3,050,000 for re- 
placement of aircraft. In 1949, $1,923,000 
was obtained for vessel construction, but 
only $75,000 for aircraft replacement. For 
replacement and improvement of aids to 
navigation, $5,566,460 is the 1950 esti- 
mated, compared with $2,341,269 in 1949.

At the same time, it was said 
that. enlisted personnel assigned to public 
information and recruiting activities also 
would find public speaking classes of 
value.

Stratton, former Director 
of the Coast Guard Women’s Reserve and 
at present Director of Personnel of the 
International Monetary Fund, has ac- 
cepted an invitation to serve on the Na- 
tional Executive Committee of the U. S. 
Coast Guard Memorial Chapel Fund 
Drive, it was announced today by Daniel 
W. Bell, former Under-Secretary of the 
Treasury and Chairman of the Com- 
mittee. 

The $450,000 Chapel, which will be built 
to honor all Coast Guard heroes, in war 
and peace, was authorized by Congress 
but must be erected with private funds. 

Permanent SPARS 

The Coast Guard has asked Congress 
to authorize permanent establishment of 
a women’s branch of the Coast Guard Re- 
serve. In a letter to Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn (D-Tex.), Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury Edward H. Foley, jr., said 
SPARS “proved the value of placing 
women on active duty in a military organ- 
ization during an extended period of na- 
tional emergency.”’ 

During 1948, Coast Guard personnel in 
the Eastern Area and 3d Coast Guard Dis- 
trict handled 350 major cases of marine 
distress and processed approximately 
250,000 messages concerning these and 
other emergencies, Rear Adm.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—In his Inaugural Address President Truman delivered a vigor- 
ous attack on Communism and strongly endorsed the proposed North Atlantic Se- 
curity Treaty by which we would provide military aid and equipment to Western 
European democracies. 

The President’s address, which was devoted almost entirely to foreign policy, 
outlined four major courses of action in international relations. They are: 

1, Continuance of unfaltering support to the United Nations and related agencies. 

2. Continuance of programs for world economic recovery, with full weight behind 
the Buropean Recovery Program ; reduction of barriers to world trade and an increase 
in its volume. 

3. Strengthening of freedom-loving nations against the dangers of aggression, 
through a collective defense arrangement for the security of the North Atlantic 
area, each participating country to contribute all it can to the common defense; in 
addition, we should furnish military advice and equipment to free nations cooperat- 
ing in the maintenance of peace and security. 

4. A bold, new program for making our scientific advances and industrial progress 
available for the improvement and growth of under-developed areas. 

In urging collective defense arrangements through the proposed new treaty the 
President declared: “If we can make it sufficiently clear, in advance, that any armed 
attack would be met with overwhelming force, the armed attack may never occur.” 

Several days prior to the President’s address the State Department outlined 
our policy with reference to the proposed North Atlantic Security treaty, and 
indicated its strong advocacy of such a pact. The department stated that exploratory 
talks, in which the United States, Canada, Great Britain, France, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg are participating, are making steady progress toward 
specific proposals for a treaty. 

The State Department bases its support of the projected defensive alliance on 
the Vandenberg Resolution adopted by the Senate on 11 June, 1948. This resolution, 
in effect, proposes association with Western European countries in collective arrange- 
ments to safeguard peace and strengthen our security. A North Atlantic Security 
Treaty, the department feels, if carried out in the spirit of the Senate Resolution, 
would have far-reaching implications for the future peace and security of the world. 
The practical steps leading to such an arrangement, it adds, are now receiving in- 
tensive consideration on both sides of the Atlantic. 

It is made clear that the United Stajtes would have to supply much of the 
military equipment our allies would need for their rearmament. How much this 
would involve has not been officially announced, but speculation ranges upward to 
an initial amount of several billion, and a subsequent annual grant of at least a 
billion for several years. If the proposed new agreement follows the pattern of the 
Brussels Treaty of 17 March, 1948, negotiated by the five Western Buropean countries, 
it would include economic and cultural cooperation, settlement of disputes among 
signatories by peaceful means, guarantees of full military and other mutual aid 
in the event of an armed attack on a member nation, and establishment of permanent 
consultative machinery. The signers of the Brussels Treaty have set up an in- 
tegrated defense organization and have coordinated the military forces and resources 
of the five countries. The United States and Canada are participating in the work of 
the committees in a non-member status. 

The issuance of the policy statement undoubtedly is preliminary to submission 
of a draft of a treaty to the Senate for ratification. As indicated by the President 
in his Budget Message, requests will be made to Congress for funds to carry out our 
obligations under the proposed pact. While the defensive alliance will receive much 
bipartisan support the Senate will certainly insist that provisions of the treaty must 
be subject to our Constitutional processes, and that there can be no involvement in 
war, except through action of the Congress. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that John Foster Dulles, Republican 
foreign affairs expert, who would have been Secretary of State had Mr. Dewey been 
elected President, is quoted in an interview as saying that while there is a risk of war, 
it is not so great that we should jeopardize our economic health by saddling ourselves 
with vast armament. Mr. Dulles says he does not know whether there is adequate 
logical justification for rearmament, but he feels that if the countries of western 
Burope have some military force their present fright will be appreciably allayed. 
His opposition to large military expenditures is apparently directed primarily against 
funds for our own Military Establishment, as he feels that we are exaggerating 
the percentage of our national income that needs to be diverted to such use. However, 
his opinion that the tension between the United States and Russia will be gradually 
lessened, may tend to make members of his party scrutinize rather closely proposed 
commitments for large and possibly excessive expenditures for European rearmament. 

The continuance of the discussion of the terms of the proposed new treaty is 
one of the many highly important international tasks devolving on the new Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson. Mr. Acheson’s appointment to sticceed General George C. 
Marshall was confirmed this week by the Senate by an overwhelming majority. Sena- 
tor Tom Connolly, chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee, characterized the 
confirmation asa ratification of our foreign policy. 

The government of China, through the Executive Yuan, composed of the heads 
of the various ministries and other administrative offices, has asked both sides in 
the civil war for an immediate cease-fire order, to be followed by peace negotiations. 
There is no indication that President Chiang Kai-shek is prepared to accept the 
harsh surrender terms announced by the Communists, but this latest move of the 
Executive Yuan is a recognition of the fact that the war-weary Chinese people are 
anxious for peace on any terms. 

The United States, Great Britain, France and Russia have all declined to act 
as mediators in the civil war in China. The Russian reply to the Chinese request 
stated that greater progress could probably be made through direct negotiations of 
the parties. 

The Communists have now conquered nearly all of China north of the Yangtse 
River. Reports: from American officials in Tientsin indicate that the Red troops 
that occupied that city following its capture are well-disciplined and that their conduct 
has been exemplary. Nationalist troops north of Nanking have withdrawn to the 
final defense lines, abandoning several towns without a fight. Some 150,000 nationalist 
troops are defending Nanking, while double that number of Reds are converging for 
the attack. 

Food and other Economic Cooperation Administration supplies, destined for 























North China ports, have been diverted and will be unloaded elsewhere. Further ship- 
ments of such supplies from the United States have been cancelled. 

Encouraging progress toward peace in Palestine is being made at the Rhodes 
conference, presided over by United Nations Mediator Ralph Bunche. The Jews and 
Kgyptians have reached an agreement on several disputed points, and an armistice 
is likely to replace the present truce. Steps have been taken to arrange similar 
negotiations between Israel and Lebanon, and some hope is expressed of a settlement 
between Israel and Transjordan. 

Optimism concerning a Palestine peace was expressed on Tuesday in the British 
Parliament, where a debate on the government’s Near East policy was deferred 
until next week at the request of Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin, in order not to 
prejudice the peace talks in Rhodes. Last week there was fear that the shooting down 
of five British planes by Israeli troops near the Egyptian border might lead to 
aggressive action by Britain. However, the Jews have expressed regret over the 
incident, and Mr. Bevin has denied any intention of making an aggressive move. 
Furthermore, he announced that Jews of military age, now interned on Cyprus, would 
be permitted to proceed to Palestine. In reply to a question, he said the British 
cabinet was considering the official recognition of Israel. 

The United States, Great Britain and France have created a military security 
board to maintain a continuous watch over German industry, to guard against any 
possibility of the development of a secret war potential of the pattern devised after 
World War I. The board is composed of Major General James P. Hodges, United 
States Air Force; Major General J. H. Westropp, Deputy Chief of the British Staff 
in Germany; and Brigadier General Etienne Paskiewicz, a French engineer officer. 
The board will be assisted by a headquarters staff of about 200, and a field force 
that may total several thousand. Most of the personnel will be civilian technicians. 
It will take over the demilitarization functions of the Allied Control Council in the 
western zones, and will conduct continuous inspections of German industrial plants. 


Gen. Marshall in Puerto Rico—General of the Army George C. Marshall, who 
is recovering from a recent kidney operation performed at Walter Reed General 
Hospital, Washington, D. C., and whose resignation as Secretary of State became 
effective on Inauguration Day, arrived in Puerto Rico this week with Mrs, Marshall. 
During their stay, the Marshalls are the guests of Rear Adm. Daniel Barbey, com- 
mandant of the 10th Naval District, and Mrs. Barbey. General Marshall’s trip re- 
portedly was made at the suggestion of President Truman, who visited the Nation’s 
great soldier-diplomat last week at Pinehurst, N. C. 


Quartermaster Corps—Col. George T. Barnes has been relieved as deputy com- 
mander at Mira Loma Quartermaster Depot, Calif., and will report for duty with 
Memorial Division, Office of the Quartermaster General, Col. Carter M. Kolb will 
retire on 31 Jan. on his own application after more than 30 years of Federal service. 
He has been post Quartermaster at Fort Devens, Mass., since 5 July 1948. 


Veterinary Corps—All Second Lieutenants of the Veterinary Corps who are 
temporarily promoted to First Lieutenant on and after 1 Dec. 1948 will be given 
an effective date of rank as of the day they complete 12 months service provided 
a recommendation for promotion to the grade of First Lieutenant is initiated prior 
to the day they complete 15 months service. Veterinary Corps officers who are recom- 
mended for promotion to the grade of First Lieutenant subsequent to their completion 
of 15 months service will rank from the date of the order promoting them. 


Armored School—Two new classes, Officers’ Special Associate Basic Class with 
23 members and the Officers’ Associate Basic Course #1 with 62 students have been 
started at The Armored School, Fort Knox, Ky. The new students were welcomed 
by Maj. Gen. William G. Livesay, school commandant and post commander, and 
Brig. Gen. Bruce C. Clarke, assistant commandant of the school. Faculty members 
were introduced. 


New Air Force Overcoat—Personnel at Selfridge AFB, Mich., are wearing a 
new type Air Force overcoat on a trial basis. Officers and enlisted men will be asked 
to give their reactions to the new garment before May, when answers will be dis- 
patched to higher Air Force headquarters for action. 


USAF ROTC—The Air Force has published a revised version of AFL 35-35, 
which establishes qualifications for assignment as instructor with the Reserve Officer 


Training Corps and which provides means for applicaton for this duty. Applications 
from personnel desiring such assignment for the Fall semester of 1949 must reach 
Headquarters, Continental Air Command, not later than 15 March. 


First Army WACS In Fashion Show—First Army WACS embarked on a spring 
glamourizing campaign that will set a smart pace for their branch of the service 
when they participated in a fashion revue held in the Cotillion Room of the Hotel 
Pierre. They featured hair styles created especially for them by Guro, famed stylist, 
who designed fashions for both long and short hair-cut to be worn with the WACs’ 
overseas cap. Created to meet individual problems, the Guro styles are adaptable 
to a more romantic and sophisticated version for evening, when the servicewomen 
are free to wear civilian dress. 


Organize™ Reserve Corps—Six Divisions of the Army ORC have been designated 
to assume “B” status. Composed at present of Reserve Officers only, who attend 
training sessions once a month, the following divisions will ultimately include a full 
complement of officers and a cadre of enlisted Reservists for training at least twice 
monthly: 21st Armored, Fifth Army; 78th Infantry, First Army; 81st Infantry, 
Third Army; 89th Infantry, Fifth Army; 95th Infantry, Fourth Army; and 100th 
Airborne, Second Army. 


New Post for General Paul—Retired on 31 Dec. as Army Director of Personnel 
and Administration, Lt. Gen. Willard S. Paul will join the headquarters staff of the 
American Red Cross in March, as consultant and special adviser. General Paul 
is also a trustee of American University, a member of the Management Association, 
the Society for the Advancement of Management, the Society for Personnel Adminis 
tration and Society of American Men of Science.

Gen. MacArthur Replies to Marine Critice—General of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur characterized as incredible the statement of Lt. Gen. Holland M. (“Howlin’ 
Mad”) Smith that he had failed to give credit to the Marines who helped recapture 
the Philippines, according to press reports from Tokyo this week. General MacArthur 
said there were no ground Marines in his force that reconquered the Philippines. 

In his recently published book, “Coral and Brass,” General Smith, a retired 
Marine officer, wrote that although Marines were active in the recapture of the 
Philippines “you can search MacArthur’s communiques describing the fighting and 
you will be unable to find a single reference to the Marines.” 

General Smith also stated that in 1941 and 1942 General MacArthur failed to 
mention the Marines fighting in the defense of Bataan and Corregidor. General 
MacArthur said that in the fighting in the Philippines in 1941 and 1942 there was 
one Margine regiment under his command. It was in reserve at Corregidor and, 
according to General MacArthur, had no opportunity to demonstrate its efficiency 
in close combat. The only Marine ground unit subsequently under his command was 
the Ist Marine Division, temporarily assigned to him in Alistralia and which he 
used in the New Britain operation. General MacArthur warmly praised this organiza- 
tion and said it was taken away from him over his protest. leaving him no ground 
Marines for the Philippine campaign. 

General Smith also criticized the award of a Silver Star to Col. James Roosevelt 


for his part in the Makin fighting. If the recommendation for the decoration had been | 


referred to him he said he would have strongly disapproved it. 
The publication of General Smith’s book, replete with criticisms of Army and 
Navy leaders, has aroused considerable comment in the daily press, many editors 


viewing it as a demonstration of the futility of trying to make the Services work | 





together. Many feel that the Secretary of Defense has ample authority to prevent | 


an officer of the Armed Forces, active or retired, from publishing articles or books 


likely to promote bitterness and dissension within the Military Establishment.

Gen. Edwin P. Parker, 
Jt., The Provost Marshal General. General Parker will visit Camp Gordon on that 
date to inspect the school, which recently was transferred from Carlisle Barracks, 
Pa., and will take advantage of the invitation of Maj. Gen. Raymond O. Barton, 
USA-Ret., to tell leading citizens of the adjacent city about the operations of the 
School and its related Criminal Investigation Laboratory. 


Navy Airlift Squadron—Navy Squadron VR-8 of the Military Air Transport 
Service carried 8,539 tons of eargo in the Berlin Airlift during December to set a 
Squadron record for efficiency for the month. This was 1,444 tons above their assigned 
quota for the 31-day period. In its second month of Vittles flying, the squadron 
logged over 3,000 hours of flight in 825 round-trips to Berlin. Flying an average of 
87 hours per day per assigned aircraft, they exceeded their total flight time quota 
by 150 hours, Commander James O. Vosseller commands VR-8. 

: The peak in operations was reached on December 16 when the MATS Navy 
fliers more than doubled their assigned daily load by carrying 531.5 tons of cargo 
in 51 trips to Berlin. Their average of 4.3 trips per assigned aircraft set a record 
for Squadrons making the return trips from Berlin with loads. The 12th Troop 
Carrier Squadron had averaged 4.5 trips for the previous high mark but returned 
from Berlin unloaded. 


a National Guard Presidents—Harry S. Truman this week became the fifth 
‘ational Guardsman in the Nation’s history to be inaugurated as President. The 
former captain of Battery D, 129th Field Artillery, 35th Division, during World War

Abraham Lincoln, who commanded a Militia company in the Black Hawk War; and 
Chester Arthur, Quartermaster General of the New York Militia in the Civil War.

The instructors at the conferences, Majors Solf, Conley, Brack, Ackroyd 
and Roblee, are the officers who worked with Colonel Decker in the preparation of the 
new manual, each officer conducting his seminar on that portion of the manual which 
he initially prepared. 


AF Sergeant Sues General—A $250,000 lawsuit has been instituted by Tech. 
Sgt. John H. Keppelman against Maj. Gen. John E. Upson, Commanding General 
of the 4th Air Force, Col. George L. Usher, commander of Hamilton AFB, Calif., and 
nine others for “defamation of character, false arrest and giving untrue testimony,” 
according to press reports from California. 

Sergeant Keppelman was arrested during an investigation of a $400 shortage 
in post accounts. After being held in custody for 15 days, the dispatches relate, he 
was released. Sergeant Keppelman’s damage suit was filed in Marin County Superior 
Court. 


New Artificial Hand Developed—Servicemen who sustained injuries necessitating 
arm amputations during World War II and who subsequently have been critical of 
scientific progress in providing improved prosthetics will be pleased to learn of new 
successes at the Army Prosthetic Research Center, Army Medical Center, Washington, 
D. C. According to Col. Don Longfellow, MC, Office of the Surgeon General, the best 
artificial hand so far found has been developed at that facility. 

Made of lightweight metals, of which about 90 per cent is aluminum, the artifi- 
cial hand permits its wearer to deliver about 30 pounds of pressure at the finger 
tips. This is about the same amount of pressure which can be exerted by a person 
without a handicap. But whereas the amputee can maintain the pressure indefinitely, 
the non-handicapped person can maintain pressure for only about eight or ten 
seconds. 

Colonel Longfellow says a cosmetic glove is used as a covering for the hand. 
The glove is made of a pliable plastic material, fashioned over a mold of an actual 
human hand, and is complete with vein markings and hair. “This combination has 
resulted in a functional hand which so nearly resembles the normal hand,” explains 
Colonel Longfellow, “that it is difficult to tell which hand of a unilateral amputee 
is artificial except upon the closest examination.” 


EUCOM Marriage Ruling—American soldiers below the rank of sergeant will 
not be permitted to marry German girls, although special permission will be given 
to a soldier who can prove he has a home for the prospective bride and sufficient 
funds to meet immediate needs. But even then, he will be required to wait six months 
before the marriage can take place. Reportedly, the action was taken because Army 
officials believed that a number of German girls were marrying American soldiers 
merely to get to the United States and acquire American citizenship. Whereas in 
the past, a soldier who married a German was transferred within 60 days after the 
marriage, he is now given 90 days before leaving Germany. 


Army Nurse Corps—Maj. Edith A. Aynes, Technical Information Office in the 
Office of the Surgeon General, has been awarded a commendation plaque by the 
American Hospital Association for her work in the Nurse Corps Recruiting Program. 
Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, Army Surgeon General, said “this citation reflects credit 
on the Army Medical Department. I would like to add to it my appreciation of the 
outstanding contribution made by Major Aynes.” 


Signal Corps—Maj. Gen. S. B. Akin, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, accom- 
panied by Brig. Gen. Calvert H. Arnold, Chief, Procurement and Distribution Division, 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer, recently completed an inspection tour of Signal 
Corps depots in the Sixth Army Area, including the Sacramento Signal Depot, Calif., 
and the Signal Supply Section of the Utah General Distribution Depot, Ogden. 
General Akin also inspected the Alaska Communication System Headquarters at 
Seattle, Wash. 


Transportation Corps—Maj. Gen. F. A. Heileman, Chief of Transportation, in 
a talk given at a meeting of the Twin Cities chapter, Army Transportation Associa- 
tion, at Minneapolis, Minn., recently, pointed out the necessity for coordination of 
all transportation facilities, land, water, and air for military purposes. He explained 
that the charter of the Joint Military Transportation Committee of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff is being revised to extend the jurisdiction of that group to include the 
necessary coordination.

acter of this report does not permit a com- 
plete detailing of research projects; however, 
a few accomplishments can be mentioned 
which will indicate the breadth and progress 
of the Navy’s research work. 
Aeronautical Research 

Aeronautical research and development 
projects during the year have for the most 
part been based on continuing programs 
started in previous years, with particular 
emphasis on improvements to carrier aircraft 
in which definite progress has been made. 
Pilotless aircraft development has also gone 
forward in several categories. The first ship- 
board launching of a missile of the V-2 type 
took place in September, when such a missile 
was fired from the U. S. S. Midway in the 
Atlantic Ocean. This and other projects com- 
pleted during the year were important steps 
leading to the use of these missiles by naval 
forces afloat. 

Aircraft structures.—Efforts towards more 
rational solutions of structural design prob- 
lems in subsonic aircraft continued, although 
the chief concern has been those problems 
which arise from the trends toward transsonic 
and supersonic speeds, new methods of pro- 
pulsion, new configurations, and increases in 
aircraft size and gross weight, Major projects 
in aircraft structures including research in- 
volving air-load distribution and ground and 
water landing loads, and development of ex- 
perimental structures involving utilization of 
metal and wood “sandwich” construction, 
plastics, and new light alloys. A joint Air 
Force-Navy project is being conducted with 
the objective of developing design criteria for 
wood “sandwich” construction and other re- 
lated types of construction. 


THE UNITED STATES MARINE CORPS 
Overseas Operations 

In the Pacific, the First Marine Division 
returned from Tientsin, China, leaving the 
Seventh Service Regiment and the First Bat- 
talion of the First Marine Regiment to com- 
plete the deactivation of installations there. 
With the completion of this deactivation in 
September 1947, the latter units were dis- 
banded, As of the end of the year, Fleet 
Marine Force, Pacific Headquarters, was 
located at Oahu, the First Provisional Marine 
Brigade at Guam, and Fleet Marine Force, 
Western Pacific, at Tsingtao, China. Activities 
at Tsingtao have been relatively quiet except 
for two incidents in which several Marines 
were captured and held by Chinese Com- 
munist Forces. They were later released. 

In the Atlantic, the Second Marine Division 
has been located at Camp Lejeune, N. C., 
during the entire period. Since January 1948, 
detached units have been rotated in the 
Mediterranean area to augment ships’ detach- 
ments there. 

Development and Testing Operations 

The National Security Act of 147 assigned 
to the Marine Corps responsibility tor de 
veloping, in coordination with the Army and 
the Air Force, the tactics, techniques, and 
equipment employed by landing forces, The 
Marine Corps has intensified its research and 
development program in this teid, and, 
through the Marine Corps Equipment board 
as a testing agency, has conducted prelimi- 
nary tests of new and modified landing-.orce 
equipment which have been very productive. 
This work has been actively supplemented by 
service tests in amphibious exercises of the 
Fleet Marine Force. Close coordination has 
been maintained with the other services to 
avoid duplication. 

Readiness and Efficiency 

The Fleet Marine Force is ready to execute 
such peacetime missions and duties as may be 
assigned to it, in accordance with its prime 
mission of service with the Fleet in the 
seizure or defense of advanced naval bases 
and the conduct of such land operations as 
may be essential to the prosecution of naval 
campaigns, 

During the past year shortages of trained 
specialist personnel continued to have an ad- 
verse effect on the efficiency of the Marine 
Corps. Although emphasis on the schools pro- 
gram is showing good results, shortages in 
certain categories continue to exist, prin- 
cipally in engineers, high-speed radio op- 
erators, and radio and radar technicians. 
However, progress has been such that the 
unfilled billets in the Fleet Marine Force 
could be filled, if necessary, by transfers trom 
the supporting establishments, It is expected 
that the requirements for key specialist per- 
sonnel will be met by the end of the fiscal 
year 1949. 

NAVAL MEDICINE 

The general state of health of Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel continues to be good. 
In 1947, the major phases of demobilization 
had been completed, and, while an appreci- 
able degree of turn-over in personnel] still 
existed, it was the most stable year in this 
respect since 1939. The health factors associ- 
ated with recruit training centers and separa- 
tion centers, were thus more nearly normal. 
The disposition of long-term patients remain- 
ing from the war was essentially completed, 
so that patient loads became more closely 
proportionable to the current strength of the 
Navy. 

The factors contributing to the continued 
low rate of disease incidence are most signifi- 








cant within the group of major communicable 
diseases. There was an appreciable decline in 
the rate for diseases transmitted by oral and 
nasal discharges, which include the common 
cold and other upper respiratory ailments as 
well as most of the acute contagious diseases. 
The rate dropped from 118.00 per 1,000 
strength in 1946 to 100.0 in 1947. This decline 
can be attributed at least in part to the fact 
that activities with large concentrations of 
personnel were fewer in the current year, 
since this class of disease tends to be more 
prevalent among large groups living in close 
contact, 
NAVAL PERSONNEL 

The Navy maintained an average active- 
duty strength of 45,534 officers and 378,944 
enlisted personnel during the fiscal year 1948. 
The numbers in various categories are shown 
in the tables which follow. These statistics 
exclude officer candidates and personnel on 
full-time duty with the Naval Reserve, paid 
from the Naval Reserve appropriation.

Rotation of Duty 

Provision of an equitable system of rotating 
personnel between sea and shore duty con- 
tinued to presert some problems. Progress 
has been made, in that junior officers (below 
rank of commander) are now reasonably well 
assured of fair rotation between sea and 
shore duty, as are enlisted men of most rates. 
For captains and commanders, preponderance 
of shore duty persists, principally because of 
large requirements for such officers in joint 
planning and joint operations billets, The 
present tour of sea duty for captains averages 
1 year out of 4, and that of commanders 
averages about 2 years out of 5. For some 
specialized enlisted rating classes, allowance 
billets in shore activities are at present too 
few to provide equitable rotation rate for 
rate, while in some other ratings the reverse 
holds true, due mostly to conflicting require- 
ments between sea and shore. Training pro- 
grams relieve this situation to some extent, 
and it is expected that a satisfactory solu- 








tion will be maintained by adjustments jy 
allowances wherever possible,

The United States Naval Reserve 
Reserve strength.—Substantial progress has 
been made in the organization, administra 
tion, and training of the Naval Reserve, the 
construction of training centers, and the in 
stallation of training equipment in these 
centers.

Reserve strength—Maximum effort has 
been made to bring the Organized and Volun- 
teer Reserves of the Marine Corps up t 
strength, to develop suitable training facill- 
ties for the Organized Reserve, and to = 
prove the status of training of all components.

SURFACE AND SUB-SURFACE VESSELS 
Construction and Conversion 

New programs.—At its first session, the 
Rightieth Congress appropriated funds for 
the President’s naval construction and con- 
yersion program, under which a number of 
new ship construction and conversion projects 
were authorized to be started in the fiscal 
year 1948, This program, which represents an 
eventual expenditure of $220,000,000, includes 
protoype vessels and conversions incorporat- 
ing improvements resulting from the lessons 
of World War II, and providing counter- 
measures against weapons and vessels de- 
yeloped during the war or now under develop- 
ment, Work under this program has been 
assigned to both private contractors and 
naval shipbuilding centers, so distributed as 
to utilize and maintain the design and build- 
ing capabilities of the shipbuilding industry 
as far as practicable. The major fields of im- 
provement indicated by the experience of the 
last war are (1) offensively improved sub- 
marines, particularly vessels of high-sub- 
merged speed with a minimum of surface 
exposure to reduce detection; (2) improved 
antisubmarine vessels to combat such sub- 
marines; (3) and improved detection and 
countermeasures against faster aircraft and 
guided missiles. 

In the latter part of the fiscal year the 
Second Session of the Eightieth Congress, 
pursuant to the President’s Security Program, 
appropriated funds for a construction and 
conversion program for 1949 slightly larger 
than that for 1948, The 1949 program con- 
tinues the policy of providing prototype con- 
struction and conversion and includes sub- 
marines and anti-submarine vessels of new 
design. It includes also a large flush-deck air- 
craft carrier, capable of launching and land- 
ing newer, larger, and heavier aircraft, which 
incorporates the wartime recommendations 
of carrier task force commanders in the 
Pacific and which represents another step in 
the normal evolution of the carrier type 
vessel. 

In addition to these new constructions and 
conversions, work ig proceeding on increasing 
the effectiveness of the existing Fleet through 
the installation on individual ships of new 
and improved equipment under a general 
long-range ship-improvement program. The 
principal problems involved are combating 
fast deep-diving submarines, high-speed 
planes and guided missiles, and atomic 
weapons, Progress under this program has 
resulted in a gradual but definite improve- 
ment in the Fleet. One particular gain is the 
realization of higher submerged speed for 
certain wartime submarines by reducing re- 
sistance to propulsion, by streamlining the 
exterior of the vessels, by substituting more 
powerful electric batteries, and by the intro- 
duction of the “snorkel” to permit use of 
Diesel engines while the vessel is operating 
at periscope depth.

In financial circles there is a trend to- 
ward caution that is reflected in a ten- 
dency to avoid long-term commitments 
until the nature and extent of proposed 
new legislation can be more accurately 
determined. Business is still hopeful that 
cuts in government expenditures and cur- 
tailment of the projected program for do- 
mestic and foreign aid may make unneces- 
sary the heavy corporate and personal in- 
come taxes recommended by the Presi- 
dent. 

Considerable Congressional support has 
developed in favor of a smaller budget. 
However, any cuts to be made are not 
likely to be sufficient to eliminate the 
need for additional revenue, though the 
amount may be less than the $4 billion 
requested by the President. 

Reports of increased unemployment 
during the past two weeks have given rise 
to speculation that a recession may be in 
the making. It is estimated that there are 
now slightly more than two million un- 
employed, 300,000 more than a year ago. 
Much of this unemployment is seasonal, 
but some is due to the fact that in certain 
lines production has overtaken demand. 

A sharp decline in sales of high and 
medium-priced automobiles is believed to 
be largely due to recent curbs on install- 
ment buying which require a down pay- 
ment of one-third the purchase price, with 
payments to be completed in 18 months. 
Some dealers have petitioned Congress 
for an easing of these credit restrictions.

Merchant Marine 

Funds for five new passenger ships, two 
proposed prototype cargo vessels and in- 
corporation of national defense features 
in 10 tankers are included in the Presi- 
dent’s budget request of $94,583,390 for 
the Maritime Commission. 

This request compares with $68,360,775 
appropriated for the current fiscal year. 
Ship construction, reconditioning and bet- 
terment would total $52,000,000 during 
fiscal year 1950 if the budget is approved, 
compared with $29,000,000 in the current 
fiscal year. 

Adoption by the Navy of a policy under 
which that agency would seek its tanker 
transportation requirements from private 
U. S.-flag tanker owning companies, in- 
cluding those American oil companies 
which may be in a position to supply the 
product requirements of the Navy, with 
delivery to be made by U. S. registered 
tankers, has been urged upon Secretary 
of the Navy John L. Sullivan by Vice Ad- 
miral W. W. Smith, Chairman, U.S. Mari- 
time Commission, it was reported. 

In a letter to the Navy Department, a 
copy of which was sent to Secretary of 
the Army Royall, Admiral Smith referred 
to legislation proposed by the Navy during 
the past summer as reported in a letter 
to the Bureau of the Budget and opposed 
at that time by USMC. The draft legis- 
lation would have authorized “the Secre- 
tary of the Army and the Secretary of 
the Navy to charter or lease Army and 
Navy vessels, or to provide for the opera- 
tion of such vessels under contracts or 
agency arrangements.

Authorize Air & Army Strengths 
A bill to authorize by law the composi- 
tion of the Army and the Air Force was 
introduced this week by Representative 
Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), Chairman of the 
House Committee on Armed Services. 

The measure provides the Army with 
an authorized strength of 12 Regular di- 
visions and five separate combat teams 
and supporting combat and service units, 
supplemented by such Reserve compo- 
nents of the AUS as may be required, in- 
cluding 27 divisions and 21 regimental 
combat teams of the National Guard and 
25 divisions of the Organized Reserve 
Corps, and supporting combat and service 
units. Active duty strength is set at 837,- 
000 officers, warrant officers and enlisted 
persons, of which 82,300 are officers, 9,000 
warrant officers, 7,500 female medical offi- 
cers and 780,200 enlisted persons. 

For the Air Force, Chairman Vinson’s 
bill conceives an authorized strength of 
70 groups and 22 separate squadrons, 
supplemented by 61 Air Force reserve 
groups, together with necessary sup- 
porting and auxiliary units. Personnel 
strength is set at 75,300 officers, includ- 
ing warrant officers, of which 35,000 may 
be Regular Air Force officers and 4,- 
800 Regular warrant officers, Aircraft 
strength is placed at 24,000 serviceable 
planes. 

A similar bill to give the Air Force 
statutory authorization was introduced 
before the last Congress and was later 
amended to include the Army. However, 
adjournment date was reached before the 
bill could be enacted into law. 

The text of Chairman Vinson’s new bill 
follows: 

Section 1, That this Act may be cited as 
the “Army and Air Force Act of 1949.” 

Declaration of Policy 

Sec, 2, In enacting this legislation, it is the 
intent of Congress to provide an Army of 
the United ‘States and an Air Force of the 
United States capable, in conjunction with 
the other armed services, of preserving the 
peace, security, and providing for the defense 
of the United States, its Territories, posses- 
sions, and occupied areas wherever located, 
of supporting the national policies, of im- 
plementing the national objectives, and of 
overcoming any nations responsible for ag- 
gressive acts imperiling the peace and se- 
curity of the United States. 

TITLE I—ARMY 
Authorized Composition 

Sec, 101, The United States Army and the 
supplemental Reserve components of the 
Army of the United States are authorized to 
consist of the required number of organiza- 
tional units, with their necessary supporting 
elements, including combat, administrative, 
logistic, transport, training, and other serv- 
ice support, needed to maintain the minimum 
requirements of the Army for national secu- 
rity: Provided, That the authorized strength 
of the organizational units of the United 
‘States Army shall consist of twelve Regular 
Army divisions and five separate Regular 
Army combat teams and supporting combat 
and service units supplemented by such forces 
of the Reserve components of the Army of the 
United States as may be required to accom- 
plish the mission of the Army, including 
twenty-seven divisions and twenty-one regi- 
mental combat teams of the National Guard 
and twenty-five divisions of the Organized 
Reserve Corps, and supporting combat and 
service units. 

Authorized Personnel Strength 

Sec. 102. Within the active duty strength 
of the Army of the United States of eight 
hundred thirty-seven thousand officers, war- 
rant officers, and enlisted persons, established 
by Public Law 759, Eightieth Congress, there 
are authorized eighty-two thousand three 
hundred officers, nine thousand warrant offi- 
cers, seven thousand five hundred female 
medical officers and seven hundred thirty- 
eight thousand two hundred enlisted persons. 
Section 501 of the Act approved August 7, 
1947 (Public Law 381, Eightieth Congress), is 
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hereby amended by striking out the words 
“fifty-one thousand” and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “forty thousand’; and 
hereafter the active list commissioned officer 
strengths authorized in said section shall 
apply to the Regular Army, exclusive of the 
United States Air Force. The numbers herein 
authorized shall not include such one year 
volunteers for training as the Congress may 
authorize, officers required to train such 
volunteers, officer candidates, nor personnel 
of the reserve components on active duty for 
training purposes only. 
Materials and Procurement Authorization 
Sec. 103. The Army of the United States is 
hereby authorized the necessary equipment 
and facilities, including guided missiles, to 
fulfill the purposes of this title and to supply 
annually with modern standard items a 
minimum of six divisions and their support- 
ing elements; to replace all equipment as it 
becomes obsolete or unserviceable; and to 
maintain such reserve of supplies and equip- 
ment as are necessary to support approved 
war plans. The Secretary of the Army is au- 
thorized to procure such equipment, spares, 
spare parts, guided missiles, and facilities 
necessary for the maintenance and operation 
of materials to carry out the purpose of this 
title. 
Research and Development Authorization 
Sec. 104. The Secretary of the Army is here- 
by authorized to conduct, engage, and partici- 
pate in research and development programs 
related to activities of the Army of the United 
States and to procure, or contract for the use 
of, such facilities, equipment, services, and 
supplies as may be required to effectuate such 
programs, 
TITLE II—AIR FORCE 
Authorized Composition 
Sec, 201. The United States Air Force shall 
have an authorized strength of seventy Air 
Force groups and twenty-two separate Air 
Force squadrons, supplemented by sixty-one 
Air Force reserve groups, together with neces- 
sary supporting and auxiliary units, The Air 
Force of. the United States is authorized to 
consist of the number of organizational units, 
with their installations and supporting and 
auxiliary elements, including tactical, ad- 
ministrative, logistic, air transport, and train- 
ing, as may be determined by the Secretary of 
the Air Force consistent with the numbers of 
personnel and aircraft hereinafter authorized. 
Authorized Personnel Strength 
Sec 202, The Air Force of the United States 
is hereby authorized an active duty strength 
of seventy-five thousand and three hundred 
officers, including warrant officers (of which 
number thirty-five thousand may be Regular 
Air Force officers and four thousand and eight 
hundred may be Regular Air Force warrant 
officers), and four hundred and twenty-six 
thousand and seven hundred enlisted persgns, 
which numbers shall be exclusive of such one- 
year volunteers for training as authorized by 
the Congress, officer candidates, aviation 
eadets, and personnel of the reserve compo- 
nents on active duty for training purposes 
only. 
Authorized Aircraft Strength 
Sec, 203, The Air Force of the United States 
is hereby authorized twenty-four thousand 
serviceable aircraft to fulfill its requirements 
for aircraft necessary to carry out the pur- 
poses of this Act: Provided, That guided 
missiles shall not be included within the num- 
ber of aircraft herein authorized. 
Procurement Authorization 
Sec. 204. The Secretary of the Air Force is 
authorized to procure (1) five thousand two 
hundred aircraft annually to provide the 
number of aircraft authorized by section 203 
and to replace such aircraft as he may de- 
termine to be unserviceable or obsolete, (2) 
guided missiles, and (3) spares, spare parts, 
equipment, and facilities necessary for the 
maintenance and operation of aircraft and 
guided missiles herein authorized. 
Research and Development Authorization 
See. 205. The Secretary of the Air Force is 
hereby authorized to conduct, engage, and 
participate in research and development pro- 
grams related to activities of the Air Force 
of the United States and to procure, or con- 
tract for the use of, such facilities, equipment, 
services, and supplies as may be required to 
effectuate such programs, 
Repeal of Existing Law 
Sec, 206. Section 8 of the Act of July 2, 1926 
(44 Stat, 780), as amended by section 1 of the 
Act of April 3, 1939 (53 Stat. 555), is hereby 
repealed, 
TITLE IlI—GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Appropriation Authorization 
Sec, 301, There are hereby authorized to be 
appropriated, out of any moneys in the 
Treasury of the United States not otherwise 
appropriated, such sums of money as may be 
necessary to carry out the purposes of this 
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Act. Except as may otherwise be provided in 
the appropriation Act concerned, (1) any 
moneys appropriated to carry out the pur- 
poses of section 103 and section 204 of this 
Act shall remain available for obligation dur- 
ing the fiscal year for which appropriated and 
the four succeeding fiscal years thereafter, 
and (2) any moneys appropriated to carry 
out the purposes of sections 104 and 205 shall 
remain available until expended. 
Saving (Provision 

Sec, 302. Notwithstanding any other provi- 
sions of this Act, the authorizations herein 
contained shall be subject to the responsibili- 
ties, powers, and duties of the Secretary of 
Defense and the departments and agencies of 
the National Military Hstablishment, 

Separability Provision 

Sec. 308. If any provision of this Act or the 
application thereof to any person or circum- 
stances is held invalid, the validity of the re- 
mainder of the Act and of the application of 
such provision to other persons and circum- 
stances shall not be affected thereby. 








Letter to the Editor 
Pay for Married Men: 


Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The commission that studied the pay 
problem reported that attracting men to 
the armed forces for a career was one of 
the primary objectives. This objective to 
be sought by providing military compen- 
sation and promotion opportunities on a 
parity with comparable civilian responsi- 
bilities. 

According to reports I have read, the 
subsistence and quarters allowance is paid 
to married men regardless of where they 
are living. To single or unmarried men 
only if they are being subsisted and quar- 
tered at a separate place. 

Being a first pay grade enlisted man I 
think first of my own case. It seems un- 
fair to me that two men, one married, one 
single, should have a difference of $99.00 
in their salary (plus the income tax dif- 
ferential) only because of the fact that 
one man has a different status in his per- 
sonal life. 

If this is called putting the military 
on a parity with the comparable civilian 
responsibilities why do the various ci- 
vilian industries not pay their men and 
women extra because of their personal 
obligations? It seems unfair that a man’s 
largest advance in pay should be from a 
change in his personal life instead of a 
promotion. (That promotion wouldn’t 
change a man’s salary as much as getting 
married).
